Regarding claims 1 and 20, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 

upsampling a digitized baseband signal to generate a 338 MHz sample rate in a 
transmitter. 

Regarding claim 39, the prior art of record fails to teach a digital processor 
upsampling a digitized baseband signal by a factor of at least 384 times (12 * 32) to 
generate digitized IF signal, wherein the factor of 384 times is a whole multiple of a 
frequency of a continuous waveform IF signal. 

Regarding claims 2-7, 9-10, 21-29, 38, 42-44, these claims are allowed as being 
dependent upon independent claims that have been allowed.
